Justice Bradley, of the Electoral .Commis­ 
sion,” said Mr. Cockling, “and of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States.” “Oh, 
no !” shouted a third Senator, “then they 
wanted to provide for him, did they?” 
A similar scene occurred when anomer 
letter was read, asking tor the appointment 
of John O. Howard, of Ohio,

Altogether the

was a very humiliating one, and it showed 
that, while the President may have been 
trying to reform (hi civil service, be has 
had men around him, who, to say the least, 
have had the weaknesses of ordinary poli­ 
ticians. Conkting’s speech is said, by 
some who heard it, to have been less than 
an hoar In length ; by 
others to have 
occupied two hoars in deliyery. The 
truth seems to be that it was so absorbing­ 
ly interesting that Senators took no note of 
time as it passed. There was no review of 
the long continued controversy in what 
the Senator from New York said, but it 
was what he seems very properly to have 
called the freeing of bis mind. 


Afghanistan War Incident. 
In a letter describing the taking of A i 
Musjid the special correspondent of the 
Daily News sends an account of the death 
of Major Birch and Lieutenant Fitzgerald 
which deserves an abiding place in Eng­ 
lish military history. 
A youog officer 
named Maclean had rushed on, with a 
handful of men to support him. into a spot 
where he was in deadly peril. Major Birch 
woald not be stayed from hurrying to his 
assistance, and received a shot wblcn killed 
him. The handful of men to whose help 
he had gone, were forced to fall back, and 
his body was left upon the field. One of 
his young officers, named Fitzgerald, coaid 
not endure the thought of abandoning the 
body of hie brave chiel. The men of 
his own command shrank from following; 
he called for volunUers, and fftecn men 
from a detachment of Sikhs gallantly an­ 
swered to his call. Fitzgerald had actually 
succeeded in raising Birch’s booy, when a 
third bullet—be had received two wounds 
already—snuck him, and he tell dead. The 
bodies were found next day uninjured by 
the enemy, and were laid, the correspond­ 
ent telle us, in “a soldier’s grave close by 
the headquarter’s camp, at the foot of AH­ 
II uejid.” No episode of fight at once more

F ort R o b in s o n , Neb., January 31.—In 
accordance with orders lrom the Secretary 
of War, Colonel Peter D. Vroom, com­ 
manding the post here, has sent thirty- 
three squaws and twenty-two children, 
widows and orphans of the late Cheyenne 
desperadoes, to the Pine Ridge Agency to 
be turned over to Red Cloud’s people. The 
order to do this, received from General 
Crook, says it is done in deference to Red 
Cloud’s request. The departure of these 
helpless and tried people, covered with 
wounds and gaunt with hunger, was ef­ 
fected quietly and in the most humane 
manner, under the personal supervision of 
Colonel Vroom, who provided six wagons 
for tho purpose, with canvas enough to 
cover them and rations for a five days’ 
journey to the camp of Red Cloud, on 
White Clay creek, sixty-five miles distant. 


AN AFFECTING SCENE. 
All passed over quietly until they reach­ 
ed the lower camp, where Colonel Vroom 
had Wild Hog, Old Crow, Left Hand and 
other remaining bucks, numbering fifteen, 
in irons. 
Here the scene bullied descrip­ 
tion. Lieutenant G. W. Dodd, who is in 
charge of the indian scouts, and has great 
influence among the Indians, was awaiting 
the arrival of the trains to add the remain­ 
ing women and {children, there of Sioux 
extraction, when all of a sudden among 
the Cheyenne women who were not to go 
there was set up the most hideous and 
terrific wailing aud gesticulation. 
Afore- 
mo9t among them, on tho little hillock 
bick a few rods from the camp, heaping 
imprecations, was the ilecatlike form ot 
Wild Hog’s wife, the sister of Amencin 
Horse. 
With 
lean and 
shriveled 
arms, 
her 
rags 
flaunting 
in 
the wind, stood this female demon, by her 
side half a dozen more, presenting a pic­ 
ture hardly paralleled in modern times. 
Lieutenant Dodd immediately ordered a 
full and rigid search into the secrets of the 
squalid lodges occupied by the desolate and 
groveling inmates. First and foremost the 
arch witch was looked to, and No Flesh, a 
friendly Souix Indian scout, was asked to 
go aud disarm her. 
Striking her breast 
violently with both hands and exhibiting a 
perfectly diabolical attitude, it was discov­ 
ered when she was approached that in one 
hand she had a half of a sharp pointed 
scissors aud in the other a lork, of which 
only the middle prong, sharpened like a 
a miniature stiletto remained. 
Disarmed, 
she wa9 taken to a tent near by, where it 
was learned she had endeavored, a short 
time previous, to kill one of her children 
and had stamped on all the others, some of 
whom said they were afraid of their lives. 


SUICIDE OF WILD HOU. 
After the wife was taken care of some 
of the soldiers looked after “ Wild Hog,” 
who was found lying in his lodge bathed 
in blood abd insensible. A closer inspec­ 
tion showed several stab wounds from a 
sharp instrument near the sternum aud be 
low the region of the heart. These are 
believed, at this writing, to be self-inflict­ 
ed, but the half blade ot scissors taken 
from the wife of “ Wild Hog” would indi­ 
cate that this terrible woman id a secret 
moment bad dealt the death blow to her 
warrior chief rather than sec him taken in 
irons to Leavenworth, where his many aud 
shocking crimes would be sure to bring 
him to the halter, which is the only thiog 
the Indian fears. 
A VISIT TO TUE SCENE. 
I visited, at IO o’clock to-night, in com­ 
pany with Lieutenant Dodd, the scene of 
this tragedy. The eldest daughter of Wild 
Hog lay asleep. She is one of the three 
survivors from the pit whhre tho fighting 
Cheyennes made 
their last stand, aud 
where she was shot through the neck. Ly­ 
ing head to head with her was the wound­ 
ed chief. The girl was sleeping like a be­ 
sotted drunkard, with her face lying close 
to the buruiog faggots id the middle of the 
flimsy habitation. 
Wild H jg, wounded 
uoto death, breathed heavily and moaned 
with pain, though under the influence of 
morphia, 
administered 
to 
him 
by 
Dr. 
Pettys. 
Corporal 
Lewis 
gave 
him another pill, with some words kindly 
spoken in a lo d ia n dialect. The mother, 
wild and terrified, sat at the portal of the 
lodge, one old gash under me right eye 
being the most prominent sign on her avert­ 
ed face, which looked out of the lodge flag. 
Suddenly the wounded girl, about 13 or 14 
years old, awoke with a shrill cry of paio, 
and seeing the soldiers through the smoke 
of the lodge fire, she shrieked hysterically 
and acted a£ though she thought she was 
again under the murderous rain of bullets 
from which her people had suffered so 
much.

Republicanism -in Georgia. 
From tho Augusta (Us ) Chronicle (Dem.), Jan­ 
uary 39th. 
The session of the Independent move­ 
ment in the Seventh and Ninth Districts 
at the last Congressional election and the 
feud between Governor Colquitt aud Sen­ 
ator Hill seem to have raised the spirits of 
the Georgia Republicans, and they are 
talking of reorganizing their party, which 
was virtually disbanded in 1872. The At­ 
lanta Republican, the organ, and the only 
oue, of the party in the State, says that a 
State convention will be held shortly,and 
a new State Committee selected “and the 
work of reorganization undertaken in 
earnest.” It expresses the opinion that the 
present “schism in the ranks of the 
Georgia 
Democracy” affords an 
op 
portunity for Republican success that 
should not be neglected, It believes the 
Republicans are entitled to at leart three 
Congressmen from Georgia, aud that they 
can bi elected rn 1880. When this conven­ 
tion is held we will be better able to judge 
of the strength likely to be exhibited by 
the Republicans in the next campaign, lf 
they rely for success upon any “schism” in 
the Democratic party to be created by the 
Hill-Colquitt quarrel, they will be greatly 
disappointed. But if they eau reform their 
shattered ranks so as to take advantage of 
the Independent movement which will 
spread all over the Slate next year, they 
may not only be able to elect three Con­ 
gressmen, but a Governor as well. We do 
not believe, however, that the Republican 
party of Georgia is yet capable of vitaliza­ 
tion.

In conclusion,Mr. Curtis said: “Our 
fathers were fierce partisans, but there were 
some things they would not do; they could 
take an interest in politics without expect 
mg to be paid for it. To-day the bugle of 
reform calls us to renew the battle we have 
lost, and to uphold the honor ol our fa­ 
thers.”

New York Times: 
A large audience 
WM present last evening, In the Anthon 
Memorial Church, to hear an address by 
Mr. George William Curtis, on the subject 
Of “Civil Service Reform.” After some re­ 
marks by Rev. R. Newton aLd Rev. Sam­ 
uel Osgood, Mr. Cuitis was introduced, 
and said that when asked to read a paper 
touching upon both religon and politics he 
bad selected our civil service system as 
illustrating how religion m ight'be per­ 
verted in politics, it was a moral deter­ 
ioration of political character, arising from 
the public and not from the Government. 
This statement 
was 
a 
trenchant 
appeal 
* to 
public 
opinion, 
for 
upon 
the (latter 
depended 
the D ensity of bringing morality and pol­ 
itics nearer together. The principle oi 
civil service w?s not a new one. Boling­ 
broke described it ITO years ago as a series 
of great employments ilor great numbers 
At a later period in our own country, dur­ 
ing the Jacksonian campaign, a certain Mr. 
Samuel Swartout, upon hearing ot Mr. 
Jackson’s election, hum . J to Washington 
for the purpose of obtaining a position un­ 
der the Government. Shortly after his 
arrival he wrote a letter to a friend, con­ 
taining the following: “The great goers 
are new men ; the old goers are spavined 
and broken down, and I’m darned if I can 
carry the weight.” “This scramble for 
plunder,’ Mr. Curtis continued, “this no­ 
torious abuse which England bas discarded 
is now known as 
THE AMERICAN SYSTEM. 
It is a system too contemplable, too in­ 
credible for a great nation like our owd, 
but it is vast and thoroughly organized, and 
ascends in regular gradations until it 
reaches the Government itself, it is a 
hierarchy which holds us in a firm grasp, 
but we have no alternative; our choice lies 
between a horse lame in two legs, or a 
horse lame in three. 
A few days ago we 
read in the new spapers of a powerful Sen­ 
ator, who represents our own State, chal­ 
lenging the Executive of the nation in 
respect to certain Custom-house appoint­ 
ments ; dots not this seem irregular and 
incredible ? 
There is not a Midshipman 
in the .Navy, nor a Lieutenant in the Army 
whd is not proud of his gold lace 
and brass buttons; is the civil service less 
honorable than the army or navy ? W'thin 
three or tour days the joint committee on 
indian affairs reported In favor of trans­ 
ferring the management of the Indian 
Bureau to the army, and the reason of this 
la that the honor of army men was indis­ 
putable, aud further the committee holds— 
Betting aside all questions of honor—that 
in tenure of office, honesty is the best*) di- 
cy. The civil service agents are appointed 
by the par’y in powder, hold a short term of 
office and have not the same inducements 
aa would army men, to manage the aff airs 
of the department iaithfully and honestly 
But nevertheless, if a midshipman must be 
faithful to his trust, why not a clerk rn the 
postoffice as well ?

He claims that his influence 
among the Irish nationalists on the other 
side o: the Atlantic has remained potent. 
A desire to put himself again in connection 
with the irish N itionalnt mnyemen'fin- 
duced the present visit ol Mr. Stephens to 
the Lotted States. 
His arrival here has 
been 
expected 
for 
some 
time, 
and 
arrangements 
have

made by his friends to keep his advent as 
unostentatious as possible. A representa­ 
tive of the Herald called upon him last 
evening at the private residence where it 
has been arranged he shall slay. He was 
surrounded by about a dozen friends, 
among them being a Mr. Charles Under­ 
wood O’Connell, who spent several years 
in a British prison. Mr. Stephens looked 
ruggedly healthy 
In reply to questions E9 
to the object of his present visit to this 
country, he replied tersely aud pointedly 
to the following t fleet:

Possessed by Devils. 
Pall Mall Gazette. 
R om e, Jan. 3 — in a little village away 
up In the Province of Udine, on tbe bor­ 
ders ot Italia Irredenta, there is a great 
alarm and commotion ; for the jouog girls 
of the place, one after another, are showing 
outward and visible sigos of beiog possess­ 
ed by a devil. According to ail accounts, 
there are now about thirty young women 
in this unhappy condition. 
Why the evil 
one should have selected so obscure a vil­ 
lage for his operations does not seem quite 
clear. Indeed, the blame is not laid on 
him, but on the priests. 
Inquiries made 
by the authorities have elicited the fact 
ttiat in Leut last year a series of discourses 
was delivered by a priest, in which he de­ 
scribed at great leogtn and with much 
detail the pains of Hell, thereby terrifying 
weak young women that they were already 
lost and that the Devil had entered into 
them. Tbe priests, who ai first were rather 
pleased with the impression their brother 
made, baye since Inurn! that though they 
bad raised the spirit, they bad no power to 
lay it again. 
Holy water produced no 
effect, the most searching exorcisms failed, 
an i eyen such practical measures as belt­ 
ing the person allected have been found of 
no use. 
While the fit of madness is on the 'pos­ 
sessed” crow like cocks, or mew like cats, 
or bark and howl like dogs and wolves. 
What is worse, they shock their neighbors 
by blasphemous and obscene language, 
being especially violent against tbe priests, 
cursing them for their inability to relieve 
their suffering by casting out the devil. 
The Perfecto! the province 
has sent a 
commissioner to Vtrzegnis, the name of 
the village, to see what can be done to stop 
tbe progress of thlsjmaduess; for, by force 
of example and terror, it threatens to 
spread. 
The people of the district cannot 
be persuaded but that the devil Is really at 
large amoog them. 
A curious incident oi the same kind was 
related to me a lew months ago by a friend 
who had heard it from the lips of one of 
the doctors at the lunatic asylum at Siena. 
At Sieua there is a very large asylum in 
proportion to the number ot inhabitants, 
but it is nearly always full. 
Among tbe 
patients is a man who was formerly ser­ 
vant to a priest in the town, and had been 
remarkable tor his piety aud devotion. A 
year or two ago he began to show signs of 
religious maoia, and his master, in hope of 
curing him, sent him to a country house 
tor change of air and scene. The man ap­ 
peared to get better, and atter some months 
returned to the town, but the mania soon 
began to show itself again. He had aa idea 
that he was a Bishop, and used to preach 
in the streets; so it was resolved to place 
bim in the asylum. 
Two attendants were 
sent 
with 
a 
carriage to 
remove 
him ; and, to get him away quietly, he was 
told that he waa to officiate at a religious 
function. 
As he was driving through the 
streets he blessed tbe people, aud, on near­ 
ing the asylum, he expressed a wish to go 
in and bless Mtbe poor mad people,” and so 
was taken in. It was easy to persuade him 
that the patients were his Hick, and he 
used to preach to them aud to assist the 
keepers In many little ways ; and so, be jog 
gentle and harmless, be became a great 
favorite. Among his flock was a very vio­ 
lent lunatic, who constantly used language 
so blasphemous and disgusting that it 
shocked the keepers, and even the other 
patients ; and to this man he specially 
devoted hts attention, trying lo reason with 
him and bring him to a calmer state, but 
always io yam. 
One day, without any warning, he fell 
on the blasphemer and strangled him ; tell­ 
ing the keepers that tbe man was possessed 
with the devil, that he bad long tried to 
cast him out but in vain, and so, as the 
possessed creature was too wicked to live 
he nod killed him. But now it seemed as 
if the spirit of the dead man had entered 
into his murderer. Religion was forgot­ 
ten, ana its place was taken by all the 
vicious passions of his victim. The most 
blasphemous language continually Issued 
from lips that hitherto bad been pare of 
evil speaking; his gentle nature gave 
place to the violence which had character­ 
ized the man he had killed ; and, from be­ 
iog the most tractable of patients, he has 
now become one of the most dangerous, 
aud the one of whom the keepers are most 
in fear. They all firmly believe that tbe 
evil spirit cast out of the murdered man 
actually did enter into the body of the 
murderer.

This morning at twenty minutes past six 
o'clock, Michael H Keating, the City Mar­ 
shal of Janesville, breathed his last. 
The 
sad end was not a surprise, although hi9 
illness had been of but twelve days’ dura­ 
tion, and yet the realization of the stern 
fact that death had really come fell, as it 
always does, like an unexpected and heavy 
blow. About two weeks ago the Marshal 
was called to Chicago for a day a two on 
business, and there contracted a severe cold 
so that ou his return home he felt almost 
unable to leave the house, but he was 
needed as a witness in a case on trial in 
Rockford, and he went thither, only to re­ 
turn in a still worse condition to seek the 
bcd from which he never rose, the severe 
cold rapidly taking the form of congestion 
of the lungs. He suffered greatly, and yet 
patiently, and for twenty-four hours pre­ 
ceding his death fought most bravely the 
pain and disease, Insisting, in spite of the 
tears of friends, that he should gain the 
victory, but though aided as he was by 
skillful medical treatment and most careful 
nursing, death overcame him. 
Michael Keating was born In Ualitax( 
Nova Scotia, October I, 1837, and was 
consequently in his forty-first year. 
His 
youthful days were spent in Boston where 
he was engaged in a printing office for 
9ome time. Twenty-two years ago last 
September he removed with his lather’d 
family to this city, where they took up 
their residence. 
For five or six years he 
was engaged in blacksmithing, and at the 
cud of that time entered the employ of the 
Chicago A Northwestern railroad com­ 
pany, and for about four years served as 
cond ador.
